The  Alumni  phase  of  the  Cam- 
paign is  necessarll]  behind  the  local 
campaign  in  showing  results  but 
they  are  beginning  to  become  evi- 
dent. Niagara  Falls.  Thorold,  and 
St.  Catherines  areas  have  more  than 
doubled  their  objectives.  Montreal, 
Kitchener-Waterloo,  Cobourg,  and 
Oshawa  have  substantially  exceeded 
then-  estimated  goals.  Across  New 
York  State  the  alumni  have  only 
recently  begun  to  campaign  but  signs 
point  to  an  enthusiastic  response.  In 
other  large  centers,  Hamilton,  Otta- 
wa.   Port    Arthur-Fort    William,    etc., 

the  drive  is  still  in  progress  and  con- 
fidence is  strong  that  the  objectives 
in  all  these  cities  will  be  reached. 
In  Sudbury  the  College  deferred  to 
the  drive  for  a  new  Basilian  high 
school  in  that  city  and  in  Rochester 
to  a  sensational  education  drive  put 
on  in  the  diocesan  authorities,  but 
contributions  have  been  received 
from  both  of  these  rile  - 

it  is  impooaitk  to  list  pufcllcl? 
all  the  alumni  who  have  worked  on 
Committees  and  who  bave  contri- 
buted, but  they  know,  we  are  sure. 
the  sincere  gratitude  the  College 
feels,  and  their  own  satisfaction  will 
be  deep  when  they  see  the  visible 
results  of  their  labours  in  the  new 
building  and  tie  Improved  facilities 
at  St.  Michael's.
